Let the Women Run the Schools 


W 


HETHER or not the partisan politics played any 


part in the dropping, -on Tuesday, of six veterans 


from the roll of Reno's public school teachers for next 
year is a matter which Is- fairly open to dispute. The 
school trustees assert that politics did not enter into the 
question of selecting teachers. 
The teachers who were 


dropped from the roll assert, on the other hand, that 
politics was at the bottom of the board's action. 


Pitting the circumstantial evidence against the declara- 


tions made by the trustees, the teachers appear to have 
slightly the best of the argument. 
These facts are evi- 


dent: 


The six teachers who were dropped are members of 


the Twentieth Century Club, which raised the yellow flag 
of a moral quarantine against M. Cafferata last fall and 
preserved the state legislature from the stain of his mem- 
bership; 


Secretary Maxson, of the school board, was a cham- 


pion of Cafferata's cause, and it is known that when the 
latter failed of election, Maxson made statements indicat- 
ing a determination to have revenge upon teacher-mem- 
bers of the Twentieth Century organization, and 


That a majority, at least, of those who were dropped, j 


were under the ban of Maxson's displeasure. 


Suspicion points strongly, therefore, to the influence 


of po-itics in the board's action; and until the facts are 
clearer, and the vote by which the veteran instructors 
were denied the privilege of again serving the city, is 
made to demonstrate that it is wrong, that suspicion 
will lie. 


Even so much as a suspicion of political influences 


dominating any action of the school board is sufficient to 
arouso indignation.* The schools of Reno are the prop- 
erty of all the citizens, irrespective of politics, and it i- 
the business of all of the people to see that the educa- 
tional system, in none of its parts, is used as a political 
football or punching bag. 
We can conceive of no set of 


circumstances which should carry a man straight into 
oblivion any quicker than an -effort by one in authorit] 
to subvert the schools to politics. Maxson has escapeft 
such a fate so far. Why, we cannot understand. The 
idea that one who is an active executive official of a 
state-wide political organization should have a place of 
authority over the schools is repugnant; and at the very 
first opportunity it should be the pleasure, as well as the 
bounden July, of the voters of the city to take -such ae-

Baltimore's 
new city charter placed the -duties of school inspection 
and regulation in the hands of women, and the schools 
of that city are now on a higher plane than ever before 
Instances of the same kind might be v'ted almost without 
number.

When the women of a municipality administer tho 


affairs of the public schools of that municipality the 
schools are more efficient than at any other time. 


There is good reason for this. Women, through their
